“Just after receiving my commission as lieutenant-general, the 
President called me aside to speak to me privately. After a brief 
reference to the military situation, Mr. Lincoln said he thought he 
could illustrate what he wanted to say by a story, which he related 
as follows: 

“‘At one time there was a great war among the animals, and 
one side had great difficulty getting a commander who had suffi- 
cient confidence in himself, Finally, they found a monkey, by 
the name of Jocko, who said that he thought he could command 
their army if his tail could be made a little longer. 

“So they got more tail and spliced it on to his caudal appen- 
dage. He looked at it admiringly, and then thought he ought to 
have a little more still. This was added, and again he called for 
more. The splicing process was repeated many times, until they 
had coiled Jocko’s tail around the room filling all the space. 

“*Still he called for more tail, and, there being no other place 
to coil it: they began wrapping it around his shoulders. He con- 
tinued to call for more, and they kept on winding the additional 
tail about him until its weight broke him down’.”

Two brothers, George Desjar- 
lais and Samuel! Baptiste Desjar- 
fais, were arrested Friday by 
R.C.M.P. following a _ post- 
mortem on the badly-decomposed 
body of a trapper named Kar! 
Hemmingsen, at Lac la Biche and 
will be charged with his murder. 
The post-mortem showed tint 
death had been caused by a 
gun shot wound. Verdict of the 
inquest conducted by DOr. E, A. 
Braithwaite, chief provincial cor- 
oner, sustained the view of the 
post mortem. 

Hemmingsen, according to in- 
formation given to Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, had left Conklin, 
80 miles northeast of Lac la Biche, 
on January 1) last, and set out for 
his trap-line near Winnifred Lake, 
about 28 miles northeast of Conk- 


lin. 
For four months nothing was 
heard of the trapper. Inquiries 


were made, two trappers stating 
they had visited the Hemmingsen 
camp in December, at which time 
everything ‘seemed to be in order. 
It was not until May 24, while at 
the camp of George Desjarlais, an 
Indian named John Buckley found 
a dog belonging to Hemmingsen. 


ANIMAL SHOT 

The animal had been shot. A 
search was rewarded by finding a 
rifle, cap, tin tea-pail and a cup 
Later, the Indian discovered the 
badly-decomposed body of the 
trapper lying near a creek in the 
Winnifred Lake area.

LONDON, May 29—New and 
fierce Red army attacks against 
the Kuban bridgehead have been 
stopped. a German communique 
said today as Russia reported de- 
struction of 66 more Nazi planes 
over the northwest Caucasus. 


The Russian bag brought their 
three-day total in the area to 17 
as the air fighting intensified. 


The German communique said 
the Russian forces were supported 
by planes and tanks but suffered 
“serious losses” while 45 Soviet 
planes were shot down against only 
three Nazi craft destroyed. 


NEW GAINS HINTED 

Earlier German broadcasts hinted 
that the Red army had blasted out 
new gains in the Kuban fighting. 

Soviet sources still were silent 
on German reports of a big Rus- 
sian offensive against the Axis 
bridgehead around the Black Sea 
base of Novorossisk, but a Moscow 
dispatch said that the tempo of 
aerial fighting was increasing with 
the Red air force successfully frus- 
trating Nazi air attacks on. Soviet 
troop positions and concentrations. 

The Soviet Friday midnight 
communique spoke tersely with- 
out elaboration of “battles” in the 
Kuban area, but the mid-day 
communique said that “nothing 
of importance” occurred any- 
where along the vast front dur- 
Ing the night. However, it is 
customary for the Russians to 
withhold announcement of an 
offensive until it has gained at 
least its initial objectives. 

The German radio, in summariz- 
ing Thursday's operations, said 
that an estimated 150,000 Russian 
troops attacked the German 
bridgehead above Novorossisk in 
waves without making any “im- 
portant” breaches in the Axis de- 
fences. Use of the word “import. 
ant” implied that the Soviets must 
have attained at least small-scale 
successes,

Capture Fish-Hook Ridge 


Yanks Seize Vital Attu Stronghold 


WASHINGTON, May Oi alatng to the Japanese, all the 


(AP)—United States troops 
have captured Fish - hook 
Ridge, important Japanese 
stronghold on Attu Island, 
the Navy Department report- 
ed today, and the main enemy 
force on the island now is 
contained in a mountainous 
area of three, to four square 
miles. 

The conquest of Fish-Hook 
ridge, flanking the main remain- 
ing Japanese-held area, was des- 
cribed by officers here as con- 
tributing to the security of Am- 
erican lines stretching northward 
along the base of the north east- 
ern peninsula on Attu into the 
Chichagof harbor area. 

Navy communique said that the 
Japanese positions ,on Fish-Hook 
ridge were entrenched above the 
cloud line and American soldiers 
had to scale 60 degree ridges in the 
face of strong enemy fire to reach 
them 

Disclosure that the present main 
Japanese position is north of Chic- 
hagof valley, which extends south- 
west from Chichagof harbor, was 
the first intimation the Japanese 
had relatively small forces in that 
sector 
Fighting this week has been in 
the Chichagof valley area and 
southward to the vicinity of Lake 
Cories, including Fjsh-Hook ridge. 


REASONS CITED 

The increased importance of the 
Chichagof-Holtz bay position was 
said here to have resulted from 
either one or a combination of two 
things: 

1, It is simply the strongest point

2. The Japanese have managed

tee victory by careful planning. 

In each case the force at hand is 
regarded as too valuable to be 
committed until the last march 
graph is finished and the last 
“power factor” computed. In each 
case an advance is ordered only 
after every danger has been re- 
moved by the carefully checked 
figures of the calculators. 

The army of Frederick William 
(1806) is built on the Frederickian 
model; the army of Louis Napoleon 
(1870) has all the glorious tradi- 
tions of Austerlitz and Marengo to 
inspire it; the dreadnaughts of Jut- 
land are incontestably superior to 
anything that floats — arms, ac- 
countrements, stores, bases, numer- 
ical strength, fire power, advant- 
ages of position, are all in favor of 
the military administrators. Only 
one thing is lacking: the decision 
to take a risk that is inseparable 
from all military operations — the 
risk of defeat. 


NAPOLEON'S MAXIM 

For the military administrator 
knows not the meaning of those two 
words “risk” and “defeat.” In his 
world, which is the world of neatly 
arranged concepts, of tables that 
give infallibly the time, space and 
force factors at his disposal, of fig- 
ures that prove beyond a doubt that 
the utterly impossible and vain 
cannot occur, all can be made sure 
and certain—on paper. Every risk 
can be removed—in theory. And 
even that bugbear of all generals, 
the possibility of defeat, can be 
made to vanish away—by figures. 

The Prussian Army awaiting its 
quietus on the heights of the Land- 
grafenberg, the German fleet short- 
ly to be scuttled at Scapa Flow, the 
French carefully bottling up their 
war-potential in the Maginot Line, 
are all pathetic attempts to obtain 
an impossible military perfection. 
For it is impossible to lift oneself 
on the' battlefield by tugging at 
one’s boot straps, and it is impos- 
sible, merely by taking thought, 
to add cubits to an ariny’s tactical 
stature, 

This was the reason behind 
Napoleon's much-disputed maxim: 

“Any general who approaches 
the battlefield with a plan of 
operations conceived in advance, 
is doomed to inevitable defeat.” 

It is particularly during the long 
periods of peace and prosperity 
that follow the successful conclu- 
sion of a decisive war that this 
phenomenon of overadministration 
is encountered. In its essence, it 
is a disease that attacks only the 
victorious and, # must be added, 
the prosperous. Poor nations, de- 
feated nations, peoples that must 
draw their belts tighter to still the 
hunger pang, armies that must eke 
out their scanty rations by the hope 
of revenge or spoils, do not know 
this curse. 


MILITARY PRIDE 

In a strictly military sense this is 
simply another case of that ex- 
cessive solicitude for material 
things against which we are*warned 
by Our Lord. The truth is that this 
search for what I have called an 
impossible perfection, this frenzied 
zealousness for providing the sol- 
dier with the best food, the most 
superior weapons, the most com- 
fortaBle quarters, is really a species 
of military pride—and is punish- 
able, like any other mortal sin, by 
an utter and complete frustration 
of ends. 

For the end and objective of 
every army is (or shouid be) a 
battle which ends in victory, 
whereas the overadministrated 
army is always regarded as too 
precious to be risked in battle until 
victory is in the bag before combat 
is joined. But it is precisely this 
time lag that ninety-nine times out 
of one hundred spelis defeat for 
the administrators. 

Let no one suppose that the Aus- 
trian and Prussian armies which 
fled before the advance of Napoleon 
were led by military morons who 
did not understand the nature of 
the strategy that was being so 
successfully employed for their un- 
doing, It is not so much that Mack 
and Melas and Hohenlohe were 
ignorant of the operation on in- 
terior lines or refused to recognize 
the value of the envelopment. They 
knew about these things, tried vali- 
antly to perform them, and if they 
failed it was because they had 
wasted too much time in the non-

Napoleon was able to surmount 
difficulties that appeared insuper- 
able to his adversaries, 


MILITARY VISION 


The mission of the professional 
soldier in peacetime is to be ready 
to fight whenever it may be neces- 
sary to do so. From the standpoint 
of modern warfare with its rapid 
changes in tactics and technique, 
this means, above all other things, 
vision. 

A professional army, certainly 
the professional army of an econ- 
omic colossus such as ours (where 
all the powerful trends of civilian 
life inevitably point.away from war 
and its stern necessities), must 
never be caught napping. It may 
be numerically weak, as indeed our 
army was; it may suffer, as our 
army suffered, from shortages in 
equipment; it may lack men, 
weapons, ammunition for target 
practice, and our army during the 
years from 1920 to 1940 lacked all 
of these things; but it must always 
know what to do. 


Its leaders must constantly be 
ready to point out a decisive 
strategic objective, and, though 
completely stripped (by civilian 
folly and complacency) of ap- 
propriate means for a successful 
operations against the enemies 
of the Republic, it should still 
know what means are necessary 
and how they should be em- 
ployed, to achieve victory. 

Now the enemy of this prescience, 
of this shrewd military insight, is 
administration, and, as I have said, 
this is particularly true of coun- 
tries like England, America and 
France, where a victorious war is 
followed by a long and prosperous 
period of peace. 

We can ask ourselves very profit- 
ably how it was that, with so long 
a lead in point of time and with 
such tremendous advantages in 
wealth and strategic materials, the 
United Nations were found so com- 
pletely deficient, when it came to 
actual warfare with the Axis, not 
only in the tactics and technique 
of modern weapons, but also in the 
strategy of modern armies. 


SAME FOR AIR POWER 


During the extensive and widely 
advertised manoeuvres of the Bri- 
tish mechanized force in 1935 when 
the Christie “Bearcat” was doing its 
stuff to the admiration of military 
attaches of all the great powers, 
the tiny German army was prac- 
tising armored tactics with paste- 
board and wooden tanks, Sub- 
stantially the same thing goes for 
air power, which the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles denied to Germany, while 
permitting France and England to 
use every advantage of design and 
materials which a conquered world 
placed at their disposal. 

Yet we all know how at Sedan, 
in Greece and Norway and Libya, 
these same Germans produced, as 
though by magic, tank formations 
that ripped through the French 
and British lines like a buzz saw, 
We all know what the German 
planes have accomplished since the 
beginning of the war. 

And yet, when the defeats of the 
United Nations are written up by 
the experts, they are always 
ascribed to some fault of armament 
or design, or, failing that, to some 
mistake of national policy, some 
innate pacifism or vestigial motit 
of “business as usual’ which has 
tied the hands of the military 
leader. It is always the people that 
are to blame. 


“ADMINISTRATIVE COMPLEX” 


It is the purpose of this book to 
explode this fallacy. This is a seri- 
ous matter, for here we have an 
element of democratic warfare 
which we cannot lay wholly on the 
people. 

For their pacifism, their complac- 
ency, their collective sloth and col- 
lective stupidity, the people are to 
blame, but in this matter of over- 
administration within the Army 
itself, for this meticulous search 
for an impossible perfection, for 
this unwillingness to give battle 
until the last shoestring (made of 
the best grade of material, of 
course) is tied and the last gadget 
on the last super-bomber screwed 
in place, for this obstinate deter- 
mination not to fight until the per- 
fect, fool-proof, and utterly ade- 
quate attack plan is perfected—for 
all of this I say the “administrative 
complex” is to blame.

Here we have the true explana- 
tion of the controversy that has 
raged for the last ten years be- 
tween the advocates of air power 
on the one side and the army and 
navy die-hards on the other. It was 
not so much that the conservatives 
of the General Staff were blind or 
stupid men who obstinately refused 
to see the possibilities of the plane 
as a decisive weapon; it was simply 
because the power factors of air 
warfare, due to the medium in 
which the plane operates — where 
the uncertainties of weather, visi- 
bility, and so on, play such a large 
part—were incalculable. 

In a sense, the theory of war 
which prevailed in the minds of 
these generals and admirals of the 
old school was dominated by the 
axiom that war is a science whose 
rules demand exactitude in all 
things. , 


THICKNESS OF ARMOR 


If war were to be waged on the 
sea, it would merely be a question 
of the thickness of armor plate, 
horse power of engines, calibre of 
guns. You put in the proper specifi- 
cations, turned the whole business 
over to the builders and armorers, 
and out came a superb battleship, 
which in its very name — “dread- 
naught”— exhibited the ridiculous 
pretensions to infallibility of the 
naval pundits who for many years 
believed it to be the supreme 
weapon of all warfare. 

What the admirais and sea-power 
experts claimed for the dread- 
naughts—to wit, invincibility (if 
you had enough of them) — the 
generals claimed for land power 
(if you had enough of it), and this 
doctrine of the calculable raised 
to the nth degree in the careful 
figures of the General Staff was 
depended upon for invincibility on 
the most uncertain of all stages 
trod by fallible man—the battle- 
field. 

In this concept of war, armies 
were a good deal like the Giant 
Antaeus of the age of Fable, who 
could use his strength only when 
in close contact with his mother 
earth and who was rendered help- 
less when Hercules lifted him to 
the alien and unfriendly element 
of the air. 


FALSE SECURITY 


Because terrain can be figured, 
because the military value of a 
marsh, escarpment, river, valley or 
jungle could be added, subtracted, 
multiplied, and divided, an estimate 
could be made of the ingredients 
of victory in terms of fortifications, 
men, machines and fire power for 
any given area, 

If you were going to defend, you 
massed your troops in a certain 
depth, occupied certain favorable 
terrain and waited for the enemy 
to attack and destroy himself. If 
you were going to take the offens- 
ive, you calculated your fire power 
and machines and, fitting them to 
the terrain, made ready for the ripe 
fruit of victory to fall into your 
lap. 

In this sort of warfare, once you 
accepted the General Staff's esti- 
mates of the supreme importance 
of terrain, you could calculate 
everything in terms of the specifica- 
tions of weapons. All you had to 
do if you represented a great in- 
dustrial power was to put your 
factories to work, set your draft 
boards to going, and, presto chango, 
victory became certain, 

Time did not enter into it. 
Your assembly lines could soon 
correct any time lag that might 
exist between the conception of 
@ perfect army and its victorious 
arrival at the enemy’s cépital, 

This rationalization of strategy, 

this military dry rot, and not the 
complacency or the pacifism of the 
general public, is the real explana- 
tion of the “too little and too late” 
jinx which has dogged the arms of 
the United Nations since the very 
beginning of the war,

More than 5,000 persons ignored threatening 
skies and a cool breeze to view the annual parade 
of the Edmonton Highland Games Association and 
attend the open air church service at the Legisla- 
tive building grounds this morning. While today, 
“Empire Day,” is not a statutory holiday this year,

Premier William Aberhart died at 5 a.m, Sunday 
in a Vancouver hospital. Leader of the world's 
first Social Credit government; vigorous, unwaver- 
ing and uncompromising protagonist of low interest 
rates, easement of debt and social security for the 
common people, and one of the most colorful fig- 
ures in contemporary Canadian public life, Mr 
Aberhart succumbed to a serious liver illness, He 
was 64 years old. Seventh premier of this prov- 
ince, he was the first to die in office. 

Two alleged members of what is believed by 
police to be a “black market”, operating in Edmon 
ton over a period of several months, have been 
arrested by R.C.M.P,, it was announced today, 
They are Chris D, Needham and Robert M. Rado, 
Four charges were laid against Needham and two

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It Is Good News 


Information reaching the City Commis- 
sioners from an official of Wartime Hous- 
ing encourages hope that work will start 
soon on the erection of the 250 houses to 
be built in Edmonton by that organization 
this summer. A good deal of favorable 
building weather has already been lost and 
if the undertaking is to be carried through 
satisfactorily there should be as little 
further delay as can be avoided. The con- 
struction trades will be heavily taxed at 
best to put up this number of houses, in 
addition to private building and remodel- 
ling. Carpenters and allied tradesmen are 
busy, and unless there is a long open fall 
the project may not be completed when 
cold weather arrives. 

Everyone of course understands that 
war needs have priority over civilian re- 
quirements, in respect alike to materials 
and labor. This priority is not optional, 
but of stern necessity. Neither the city of- 
ficials nor Wartime Housing nor the Dom- 
inion Government ean arbitrarily sweep 
aside war demands and allocate materials 
and manpower to the building of civilian 
homes. It is good news that there is a 
prospect that these demands will permit 
the early allotment of materials with 
which to start the erection of these 250 
badly needed houses in Edmonton. 
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The Plans Are Drawn 


President Roosevelt made a one-sen- 
tence report on the conference of United 
States and British war staffs at Washing- 
ton. He said “The conference of the com- 
bined staffs in Washington has ended in 
complete agreement on future operations 
in all theatres of the war.” And that is all 
the enemy is to be told about what was 
discussed and what is to be done. ‘“Pres- 
ently” he will get some more information 
on the subject, delivered without words. 

The Allied peoples will also have to 
wait until events disclose the decisions 
which have been made. They can do so 
without impatience, knowing that they 
cannot be told, and knowing also that the 
men who met in Washington understand 
their business better than any outsider can 
understand it. The battle is now going 
well, at least as well as could have been 
expected, remembering that the democ- 
racies had to almost start from scratch to 
organize armies and air forces and make 
the tools for these to fight with. 

What is known, to the enemy as well 
as to ourselves, is that the army, naval 
and air chiefs did not meet to plan defen- 
sive tactics. They met to formulate offen- 
sive strategy, scaled to the dimensions of 
the global war. And they are agreed on 
the kind and the time-table of operations 
to be carried on “in all theatres.” That is 
enough to go on with. The details we will 
learn as and when the enemy learns them 
—to his cost and sorrow there is every rea- 
son to trust.

The air offensive against Nazi Ger- 
many has not only been intensified in re- 
cent weeks, and put on a twenty-four hour 
schedule; the pattern has also heen chang- 
ed from sporadic raids to sustained attack

This change is shown in the campaign 
of destructign that is being carried on in 
For more than a week the 
Britain-based bombers have centred their 
blows on that most highly industrialized 
enemy district. Its power sources have 
been blasted, and one after another its war 
production centres are being demolished. 

This concentrated type of attack is now 
possible because we have the men and 
machines in sufficient and growing num- 
bers. When planes and pilots were scarce, 
surprise raids hither and yon offered the 
best chance of hitting the enemy some- 
where without risk of incurring danger- 
ously heavy losses, Now that equipment 
and trained fliers are available it is not 
only possible to make “saturation raids”, 
but to keep on making them night after 
night on the same centre or in the same 
area until there is nothing of military im- 
portance left there. 

The Ruhr has evidently been singled 
out for destruction, complete and perman- 
ent. Duesseldorf was in turn the bull’s eye 
Tuesday night and Essen was the. target 
on Thursday. Whatever remaining cen- 
tres in the district are next in importance 
may be expected to be pounded in rota- 
tion until the Ruhr factories are entirely 
out of commission and the greatest muni- 
tions producing area in Germany ceases to 
exist as a source of a supplies, 


Another Parity Problem 


Canada’s delegates at the Hot Springs 
conference urged strongly that the wheat 
agreement signed by five countries last 
year be preserved. The parties to the 
agreement are Canada, the United States, 
Australia, Argentina and Great Britain. 
The ob was to prevent the accumula- 
tion of and er stocks of wheat, 
and the consequent depreasion of world 
prices. The arrangement is that the four 
exporting countries shal) share in fixed 
ratio the export demand available to the 
group. Canada’s share is 40 per cent, that 
Argentina 25 per cent, Australia’s 19 

cent, and the United States’ 16 per 
t. 

These are the chief exporting countries 
the world, and the idea was that by 
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agreement they could avoid fighting each 
other for m . This of course could 
only be done by taking measures to dis- 
courage production beyond foreseeable ex- 
port requirements. , at will be the 
measure of those requirements can only be 
conjectured, because this will depend very 
largely on the kind of economic policies 
the importing countries adopt in post-war 
years. If they revive the self-sufficiency 
idea the export market for wheat will be 
no greater after things settle down than 
it was before the war. 

There is another factor in the situa- 
tion, very evident just now in western 
Canada. The prices of other kinds of food 
products have an important bearing on 
the production of wheat. Farmers will 
naturally produce what pays them best. 
Growing wheat is at present far from be- 
ing the most profitable type of farming in 
this country. It will not become again the 
most profitable branch of farming unless 
the prices of beef, pork, butter, eggs, and 
other commodities slump. If these can be 
held at a level which will make them rival 
the profit from wheat-growing, that may 
do more to curtail surplus wheat produc- 
tion than can be accomplished by legal en- 
actments and regulatory control. 

The conference might give some at- 
tention to the question of maintaining 
parity between the price of wheat and the 
prices of these other farm products.

Berlin reports that Red army troops 
have pierced the Axis positions southwest 
of Velikie Luki and southwest of Staraya 
Russa. The enemy lines, it is admitted, 
have had to be “rectified” in the former 
salient. This could be the beginning of a 
serious offensive. Velikie Luki stands at 
the point of a 200-mile bulge which the 
Russians pushed into the Nazi line last 
winter. A southwest drive from that point 
would imperil the enemy communications 
in the Ukraine and to the Caucasus. If the 
drive could be carried through it would 
spell disaster on a major scale for the Axis 
forces in that whole area.

Sandison, the bonanza farmer of Brandon, who 
has been held up to admiring thousands of pros- 
pective immigrants to the Northwest as a model 
of what a man could do here without capital, ap- 
pears to have been a Napoleon of finance as well 
as a bonanza farmer.

Civic Bank 

Editor, Bulletin: In my letter in 
The Bulletin May 15, 1943 I pointed 
out how Edmonton could use’ her 
vacant lots in building houses for 
the city. 

On Saturday, May 22, I appealed 
to Mayor and Council to consider 
ways and means to furnish the city 
with lumber to build 1,000 houses 
for the city. But to finance the 
building of 1,000 houses is import- sy 
ant. 

Edmonton with her assets and 
civic qwned utilities making a net 
profit over $1,000,000 in 1942 on the 
utilities and having a Mayor and 
Council in power in Edmonton that 
have the executive ability they 
have and the public ownership sen- 
timent as strong as it is in Edmon- 
ton and the present demand for 
houses, there is nothing to prevent 
the Mayor and Council from or- 
ganizing a civic owned and oper- 
ated Bank for Edmonton with the 
same power as the company owned 
banks receive, having deposits, 
making loans and do a regular 
banking business. 

The cost to build a three-roomed 
house fully modern is $1,500, inter- 
est at 2 per cent $30, interest at 6 
per cent $90 a year. Cost of a four- 
roomed house $2,100, interest at 2 
per cent $42, at 6 per cent $128 
Eight-roomed house $3,000, interest 
at 2 per cent $60, at 6 per cent $180. 
Total interest cost for the three 
houses at 2 per cent $132, at 6 per 
cent $396. This is $264 a year in 
favor of civic ownership average 
cost of each house $2,200 interest 
one year at 2 per cent $42. 1,000 
houses, $42,000. 


The net profit from the street 
cars in 1942 was over $51,000 so 
civic ownership of the street cars 
in 1942 furnished $9,000 more than 
it would take the city to pay the 
interest on 1,000 houses.

Now that meat rationing is here 
to stay for the duration, more eggs 
and poultry will be consumed. 
Since more people will be raising 
chickens, let's consider their feed. 

Poultry feed is scarce and every 
poultry raiser, large or small, must 
this year pay special attention to 
the feeding of his flock. No feed 
must be wasted by improper rations 
or by using a wasteful feeding 
method. Every pound of feed is 
needed for production. 


But many thousands of chicks 
are being raised by people who 
have had no previous experience 
with poultry. Beginners may be 
somewhat confused by the many 
different feeds and feeding meth- 
ods recommended. Success in feed- 
ing depends on knowing what to 
feed and how to do it. There is no 
one best feed or method of feeding. 


What to Feed 


Poultry of all ages. is commonly 
fed mash and grain, supplemented 
with water, grit and oyster shell. 
The mash contains the by-products 
of the milling industry. The basic 
ingredients of the mash mixtures 
are corn meal, ground oats, wheat 
middlings and wheat bran. In ad- 
dition to these grains there is also 
some high-protein feed, such as 
meat scrap, fish meal, dried milk, or 
a vegetable protein such as soy 
bean oil meal. : 

To meet the weeds of poultry 
there are mashes for special pur- 
poses; starting and growing mash 
for feeding young chicks, laying 
mash for laying birds and breeder 
mash- for flocks producing eggs 
wanted for hatching

After the last war, $1,06\),000,000 in 
income taxes had to be written off 
because amounts owing became 
overdue and could not b’ collected 
after the war ended. Whether a 
similar situation will arise again, 
may depend on speeding up income 
tax assessments now. A statement 
by Hon. C. W. Gibson, minister of 
national revenue, in parliament on 
April 19, indicated that income tax 
assessments were as much as two 
years behind the period for which 
payments are made. In giving sta- 
tistics on the basis of income tax 
assessments, Mr. Gibson said col- 
lections are made as much as a 
year ahead of the date of filing re- 
turns, and that returns are assessed 
from four months to a year after 
that. Mr. Gibson said about 90 per 
cent of all 1941 individual tax re- 
turns had been assessed, and the 
work was more behind on corporate 
taxpayers.

Since arrears enter into collec- 
tions for any specified period, the 
volume of assessments is not the 
same as the volume of income tax 
collections. But the following com- 
parison will show the extent to 
which assessments have fallen be- 
hind, the collections being figures 
given in the budget, and the as- 
sessments being the figures given 
by Mr. Gibson on April 19:

Returns for 1942 income tax are 
to be filed in June this year, and 
several months will elapse before 
assessments can be made, Taking 


wheat and oats. Many other grains 
may be used and are included in 
scratch mixtures. It will be found 
more economical to purchase the 
grain separately. Grit and oyster 
shell are also fed to poultry. 
Water is, of course, of primary 
importance and a constant fresh 
supply should always be available 
for poultry of all ages. 
Supplementary feeds, such as 
tonic, specigl mineral mixures and 
vitamin carriers are not essential 
when reliable commercial mashes 
are used. Fresh green food from the 
Victory garden and table scraps (if 
any is left these days of food 
shortage) may be used for feeding, 
since their use conserves mash. 


How to Feed 


There are many methods of feed- 
ing poultry, all of which have the 
same objective—namely, to make 
the chickens grov. and to produce 
eggs. Under present-day conditions 
a complicated method of feeding is 
a waste of time. A simple method 
of feeding that produces results 
and, takes little time was devised 
by a friend of mine when his son 
was given twenty day-old chicks. 

Since this was a totally unexpect- 
ed gift no special equipment was 
available. A search of the cellar 
produced a packing box an oid 
bridge lamp. The bridge lamp with 
a sixty-watt bulb placed over one 
end of the box and covered with 
boards produced the brooder; the 
other end was used for feeding. Hay 
was cut into inch-length pieces and 
used for litter, and covered the 
bottom of the box two inches deep. 

The, first feed was some com- 
mercial cat food, which was fed 
three times a day, with milk to 
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the years 1939-40 to 1941-48 inclu- 
sive, the collections amount to 
$410,792,000, while assessments

The tabulation indicates that the 
work of completing ass€ssments is 
steadily falling behind, and that 
approximately $250,000,000 in in- 
come tax assessments dating prior 
to December 31, 1941, remain to be 
completed, 

Collections of corporate income 
tax have more than quadrupled, 
from $77,920,000 in 1939-40 to an 
estimated $350,000,000 in 1942-43, 
according to budget figures. The 
actual office work of assessment, 
as in the case of individual tax- 
payers, probably does not increase 
in the same ratio as collections, for 
the branch is collecting taxes at a 
cost of 40 cents per $100 now com- 
pared with $1.85 per $100 in 1939, 
But the assessment work is rapidly 
bogging down, it is understood. 

In addition, excess profits taxa- 
tion has involved a great increase 
in the work of auditing. This tax 
yielded $23,995,000 in 1940-41, the 
first year it was collected, and it 
will yield an estimated $455,000,000 
in 1942-42, 

Formerly, when an_ individual 
filed an income tax return in 
March or April, the final assess- 
ment notice arrived within six or 
eight months. It was a pink slip 
of paper, indicating that the tax- 
payer owed the government noth- 
ing further for the year to which it 
referred, The period in which final 
assessment notices are issued has 
steadily lengthened, since income 
tax business has increased heavily. 


Poultry Feeding Not Difficult 


drink for the first two days. After 
this a commercial “starting” mash 
took the place of the cat food, whica 
was just an emergency measure, 
Chick-size grain was fed starting 
the third day. By the end of the 
first week a hopper of starting mash 
was always before the chicks and 
the grain was mixed with mash, 
Water was given them to drink on 
the second day and a constant sup- 
ply was always available. 

At three weeks of age these chicks 
had outgrown their packing-box 
home and were placed in an out 
door portable coop. The same start- 
ing mash is being fed and will be 
continued until the chicks are 6 to 
8 weeks old. It will then be stop- 
ped and a laying mash will be used. 
The chick-size grain was stopped 
at three weeks, and cracked corn 
and whole oats substituted. 

All feed should be fed in an 
open-box hopper, and should be of 
sufficient size so that one-a-day 
feeding will provide enough food 
for the day. For these twenty 
chicks the hopper was three feet 
long with sides four inches high. 
About two-thirds mash and one- 
third grain by volume is mixed to. 
gether and placed in the hopper. 

Table scraps provide another 
means of lowering feed cost. Care 
must be exercised in feeding scraps. 
Do not throw them Into the coop 
or yard. For best results all table 
scrap or kitchen waste should be 
cut jn small pieces, or run through 
a meat chopper, and then mixed 
with some dry mash. This mixture 
may then be fed on top of the dry 
mash. 

Remember, clean living quarters, 
food and drink are important in 
keeping your flock healthy.

“Mademoiselle of Armentieres,” 
of course, was one of the grand old 
songs of the Great War of 1914 to 
1918, and was sung with unrestrain- 
ed enthusiasm and _ incalculable 
frequency by troops of all the Al- 
lied Nations. Nearly every soldier 
had a favorite verse, and nearly 
every one either made one up of 
his own or adapted an existing set 
of words to please himself. And 
this process brought in a great 
many other mademoiselles to share 
the spotlight with the charmer from 
Armentieres, There was a verse 
about mademoiselle of Mont Cas- 
sel, one about mademoiselle who 
resided in Bully Grenay; another 
about the “charmant mademoiselle™ 
of Villers-au-Bois, and so on _

It must be admitted that some of 
the verses might be open to ques- 
tion, both as to quality of poetry 
and refinement of sentiment, but 
then it was all in good fun, and as 
the mademoiselle concerned usual- 
ly was fictitious, and as most of the 
singing about her virtues and 
charms, or lack of same, was in 
dugouts or billets far from her ears, 
there was no harm done.

(375 deg. F,) 10 minutes.

He listed these as: 

1—Demobilization should be so 
carried out that people urgently 
needed in industry are released 
quickly; 

2—Controls on raw materials 
should be lifted as quickly as poss- 
ible but consumer goods would have 
to remain under ration for at least 
a year or two to avoid inflation and 
shortage. 


TAX ADJUSTMENTS 


3—Governments should adjust” 
their taxation and fiscal machinery 
to give certainty to business. 


Or. James said a comprehen- 
sive plan of social security would 
not be important in the imme- 
diate post-war period but it would 
be an excellent thing if one could 
be instituted before then. it 
would serve as an anti-inflation 
device and provide an accumula- 
tion of purchasing power against 
later emergencies. 

Governments should plan to in- 
vest public money in roads, build- 
ings, bridges and other works, and 
possibly in private housing. There 
would be a master-plan for such 
works but it was not possible to 
lay down in advance a hard and 
fast line of demarcation between 
the fields of public and private en- 
terprise. 

Dr. James said a new building 
material might be announced soon 
which might make it possible to 
build a house for a family of five 
for as little as $1,200 and make a 
profit. If that development mater- 
ialized it might lift the problem of 
low-cost housing out of the govern. 
ment field and into that of private 
enterprise.

At that time, he changed the 
name of Valdina Royal to Tropea, 
the name of his birthplace in 
Greeve, and chipped in a big con- 
tribution—estimated at more than 
$1,000,000—to Greek War Relief.

Court Proposed

OTTAWA, May 29.—(CP)—The 
national war labor board in its in- 
quiry into labor relations yester- 
dey received a propesel’ for the 
establishment of @ labor court to 
enforce a code of “fair standards 
of conduct” in labor relations. 

The plan was advocated in a brief 
from the International Nickel Co, 
The proposed code would ban any 
union which receives financial sup- 
port from a company from partici- 
pation as a bargaining agency. 

Presentation of the Nickel com- 
pany’s briet followed a submission 
by the Sudbury local of the Inter 
national Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers (C.1.0.) in which the union 

[claimed that its organization ef- 
forts had been oppused by Interna- 
tional Nickel which had given sup- 
port to company unions. 


BOARD ADJOURNS

was presented by T. D. Delmere of 
Toronto, its counsel, and R. L.

But by the time| 
the consumer gets cows milk, after 
time and necessary pasteurization 
processing, it has this live element 
considerably diminished. So baby 
must get it in some other form. 

Orange juice. because it is good-| 
tasting and offers a rich supply of | 
vitamin C, is the food oftenest) 
chosen to represent an alkaline! 
element after digestion and so in’ 
addition to providing vitamin C 
tends to balance the acid-ash foods. 

While baby may wrinkle his nose 
somewhat when he first ‘tastes this 
strange food, it isn't long before hé 
is swallowing it down with notice- 
able enjoyment. 

The amount of juice for the young 
baby is no more than one teaspoon- 
ful—as a beginning—diluted with 
an equal amount of boiled water. 
Strain the juice and use naturally 
sweet oranges or add a bit of sugar 
if the juice seems tart.

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Union Defers 
Strike Action 
Untill June 19 


A special meeting of the Hotel 
and Restaurant Employees’ Local 
269, held Saturday, unanimously 
decided to defer strike action until 
June 19 in view of the develop- 
ments during the week. 

The local had been negotiating a 
union agreement with the Edmon- 
ton hotel operators since last Jan- 
uary. A mutual agreement was 
reached on March 1, but the wage 
scale was left for the regional war 
labor board to decide upon on a 
submission of the employees and 
the employers. : 

On April 30, the board having 
thoroughly investigated and dise 
cussed the submissions of both par- 
ties issued a decision and directed 
the hotel operators to pay a new 
scale of wages in accordance with 
the provisions of the present wage 
labor policy. 

The union unanimously accepted 
the board's decision, but some of 
the hotel owners refused and did 
not comply with the board's rul- 


ings. 
Last week the.union called a 
strike for Saturday which was 


averted at the last moment on a 
promise that the board would en- 
force its decision within a few 
days. The union accepted that 
assurance in good faith, expecting 
that this would be done. 

“One week passed and we found 
that while majority of the hotel 
operators have complied with the 
board’s decision either in full or in 
part, seven hotel licensees refused 
to do anything pending their ap- 
peal to the board,” said Alex 
Young, secretary of the union. 

Feeling that justice will be done 
in the end and realizing the urgen- 
cy of the need for national unity, 
co-operation and a maximum war 
effort, the union decided uanni- 
mously to defer strike action until! 
June 19, expecting that it should 
give sufficient time to the board 
to make its decision on the hotel 
operators’ appeal.

WHEN PLANNING VICTORY GARDEN, 
DON’T NEGLECT CABBAGES 


Raising their own food in Vic- 
tory Gardens offers Canadians an 
excellent opportunity to eat more 
of the healthful leafy green vege- 
tables in which our diets are said 
to be low. Collectively, these vege- 
tables are righ sources of minerals 
and all the vitamins except D. 


Leafy green vegetables require 
comparatively little space for the 
amount of food they provide, an 
advantage that will appeal to any 
city gardener. They do not thrive 
in hot weather, but are fine crops 
for early spring before other vege- 
tables have begun to yield, and 
for late fall when the midsummer 
crops are gone. 

At the top of the leafy green 
list for small gardens, of course, 
is lettuce. It is easy to grow, and 
a source of Vitamin A and two 
of the B Vitamins. In the aver- 
age garden, plantings can be 
made in the spring and one in 
late summer. Thus, seed that cost 
only a few cents will supply the 
family’s needs for a considerable 
time. You can plant lettuce any 
time in early spring that the 
ground is dry enough to work. It 
likes rich soil and plenty of mois- 
ture. 


GREENS FOR MINERALS 


The heading varieties of let- 
tuce are more difficult to grow, 
but the most inexperienced  ar- 
dener can be pretty syre of good 
crops from the loose-leaf varie- 
ties, of which Grand Rapids and 
Early Curled Simpson are prob- 
ably the most widely grown. 

Turnip greens are a_ top-flight 
source of minerals and vitamins, 
having all the important vitamins 
except D. If you plant the Sho- 
goin variety, you'll not only have 
greens, but also turnips to eat. 
For greens alone, however, gar- 
deners usually rely on the Seven- 
Top leafy variety. This is an- 
other crop that can be planted just 
as soon as the garden soil is ready. 

Spinach offers the same vita- 


Planning to grow vegetables and 
grow suntanned and healthy in the 
process? It’s a wonderful idea, but 
be sure you have a suitable site 
and soil before you start to dig, 
and be willing to spend a lot of 
time preparing the earth, planting 
and cultivating, otherwise it will be 
time, tools and seed wasted. For- 
tunately there is a great deal of 
printed information available on 
gardening these days and you can 
usually find an expert to give you 
advice. So, amateur or old hand, 
sharing a communal plot or making 
the most of your own backyard, if 
you have the site and the soil, and 
you follow the project through 
there is no reason why you can't 
have a garden to be proud of—do 
a really scientific job! 


SOIL PREPARATION 

All plants thrive best in full sun- 
shine, so avoid planting under 
trees. Spread barnyard manure 
over the soil, and dig thoroughly. 
Rake down until a good tilth is ob- 
tained. Do not sow seeds or set out 
plants until the soil is free. Use a 
bright hoe or spade, and when the 
soil leaves the hoe freely, then 
plant early crops. 


PLANTING 

Under war conditions, conserva- 
tion of vegetable seeds is impera- 
tive, as many are difficu! to ob- 
tain. Follow the directions laid 
down for each crvp; this will pre- 
vent ‘waste. Spacing of plants is 
stated for each variety. to save 
seed, empty package into a saucer 
and sow by hand. : 


CULTIVATION 

In cultivating the garden, a fork, | 
hoe, and a five-tooth hand culti- | 
vator are the most suitable tools to} 
use.

50 as not to cause injury to the 
plants, as injury often produces 
diseases. Tomatoes; celery, ‘ cauli- 
flower, cabbage, onions and squash 
do not require hoeing when near 
maturity, as roots may be injured. 
Raney any weeds by hand-pull- 
ng. 


WATERING THE GARDEN 

If required, water during the 
evening; this allows the plants to 
drain and absorb the moisture be- 


fore the sun can burn or cause 
scalding of the leaves. 

For lettuce, pour the water direct 
on the soil around: the plant, but 
not on the leaves. 

When watering, wet the soil 
thoroughly, and not too often. 


TRANSPLANTING 
When transplanting cabbage, 


cauliflower and tomatoes, be sure! 


they are made firm before leaving. 
Loose planting often means loss. 
Do not plant too deep, and when 
making a hole, make it wide and 
spread the roots, as this enables 
the plant to obtain moisture and 
food quickly. If soil is dry, water 
around the plant when set out.

Soon a second front will have to} 


be established in France. Just as 
General Eisenhower studied every 
move, every part of the Dieppe 
operation, so will the men in charge 
of that second front use Dieppe as 
a texthook. General Eisenhower 


centainly benefited by Dieppe in| 


planning the North African opera- 
tion. In fact, he was big enough to 
ask Mountbatten and his staff to 
help him plan that venture. All of 
the knowledge of tidal waters and 
currents and weather and coast to- 
pography which Mountbatten’s of- 
fice had in regard to northern 
Africa was handed over to Eisen- 
had already 
considered the idea of a large-scale 
yaid against the places finally at- 
tacked by Eisenhower. He had made 
a plan and turned that over to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. How much of that 
plan General Eisenhower used I 
do not know. Three days after the 
Americans had landed in northern 
Africa, Eisenhower sent Mountbat- 
ten a cable of thanks for his help. 
By inference he was thinking of the 
men who had died at Dieppe; they 
had helped. In answering Eisen- 
hower’s eable Lord Mountbatten 
said, “Yours was the greatest com- 
bined operation of all time.” One 
of Eisenhower's most important 
aides, Brigadier General (now Ma- 
jor General) Lucien K. Truscott, 
was with us at Dieppe. Nothing that 
happened there escaped his keen 
eyes. He later played an important 
part in the North African venture, 
leading the force which stormed 
Port Lyautely. It would be a safe 
guess to say that many American 
lives were saved that day which 
might otherwise have been lost had 
not General Truscott learned the 
lessons which Dieppe taught. 


MORE PLEXIBLE PLAN 

When the second front comes in 
France, it is hardly likely that the 
Dieppe pattern will be used. No 
doubt a less rigid, more flexible 
plan will be followed: To begin 
with, the big assault will probably 
not be a single frontal attack. There 
is no doubt that combined United 
Nations forces will strike in sev- 
eral places at once. (This statement 
ia not based on information receiv- 
@4 or on “inside tips,” but merely 
On observation and common sense.’

Dieppe proved that a second | 


front in France is now feasible 
where a few months ago it would 
have been suicidal. We didn't know 
whether or not we could get a 
really large naval force through 
German mine fields in the Chan- 
nel; we didn’t know whether or not 
we could land tanks on the French 


coast. Because of Dieppe we now | 


know that we can do both of 
these things. You can't fight Ger- 
man troops without tanks. Nearly 
every failure in Libya and cer- 
tainly the failure of the French 
army at Cambrai and Sedan was 
caused by inferiority in numbers 


and American tanks. 

Today the American tanks have 
proven themselves to be among 
the best in the world. Too, we 
are. building and have in mass 
production the best tank destroy- 
er ever conceived by military 
men. When our second front 
starts, not a handful of tanks and 
tank destroyers (such as we had 
at Dieppe) will be landed, but a 
thousand of them will be landed. 
They are absolutely essential in 
any big-scale attack. 

When cur second front begins we 
will have to feed a huge army of 
men; we will have to keep a stream 
of ammunition, medical supplies, 
gun replacements flowing into the 
bridgeheads we establish. This 
can't be done by ships alone. Huge 

|cargo-carrying planes already on 
| their way to Europe will have to be 
| used to ferry supplies from Britain 
to our bridgeheads. One of the 
new huge cargo planes making 
seven trips a day across the Chan- 
nel can ferry as much as one small 
| supply ship. 

This second front is more urgent- 
ly needed than ever. Today the 

Russians are doing magnificently 
in a military way, but men just 
back from Moscow and Kuibyshey 
Say that the civilians of 
(actually there are no civilians in 
our meaning of the word) are badly 
up against it. 

ERSATZ HAMBURGERS 


All of the best food and clothing 
is of necessity sent to the front.

badly Only a second front in 
France will force Germany to with- 
draw large forces of troops, tanks 
and aircraft from Russia. An at- 
tack on Italy and Greece will not 
have this effect because long ago 
the Germans visualized the possi- 
bility of such a campaign and pre- 
Pared for it. Right now (February, 
1943) there are thirty divisions of 
Italian and German troops in 
Greece and at least that many in 
Italy. Many of these are crack 
Italian Alpine trops and at least 
twelve divisions are well-rested, 
well-equipped German troops. Or 
iginally, Hitler hoped to send these 
men to Africa. They are set up as 
African divisions, which means that 
jeach division has close to 20,000

men—a total of about a half million 
troops. An attack on them will not 
cause Germany to drain her forces 
in Russia. Only a second front in 
France will do that. 
I remember listening (o a cap- 
tured German colonel in Libya 
about a year ago. He was a suave 
and superior colonel, who treated 
his British questioners with condes- 
cension. It was as though he were 
|}a teacher -explaining problems to 
| school children. He had very full 
| confidence in the eventual outcome 
of the war. One of the British 
questioners asked him, 
what do you Germans think of your 
Italian allies?” Amusement glint- 
ed in the eyes of the colonel as he 
answered, “Oh, we regard them 
much as the Russians regard you 
British and the Americans.” 
TRUTHFUL STATEMENT 

It was a cynical but tha, 
truthful statement. A yeor ter! 
never heard such sentiments ex. 
pressed in Russia. But the Rus- 
Sians are notoriously polite. And 
then they held high hopes that 
their allies would somehow make 
a move which would take some of 
the pressure from them. But dur- 
ing the past year neither Britain 
nor America has done much to 
relieve that pressure, It is quite 
true that until recently neither of 
us was in a position to really do 
anything. But now we have grown 
stronger; each day adds to our 
Strength. The time has come to 
achieve the impossible, just as the 
Russians achieved the impossible 
at Stalingrad. The time has come 
for striking in France, in Norway, 
in Holland. None knows this bet- 
ter than does our general staff. 
No more offensive-minded group 
of Senerals exist than our own 
military leaders. They know that 
today it's smart to be offensive. 
Eisenhower has proven that. They 
know that they must strike soon or 
risk the loss of the advantages 
which Russia's great fight has 
given them. Men like Mountbat- 
ten know this, too. And there is 
no doubt that the great offensive 
will not be long in starting. Not 
that I am trying to Suggest this to 
our generals. General Eisenhower, 
So far as I know, never told a cor.
